UNIDENTIFIED. 


Names of Car Victims Cannot 
be Found by Coroner.

Every Effort to Discover 
Who They Were Fails.

Nothing Found on Them That 
Gives Any Clew. 


Have you a relative or friend who 
has failed to return home since Tues- 
day evening? 

Do you know of a missing man, aged 
about 507 

Are you aware that the lives of two 
men were crushed out by trains Tues- 
Jay night and that the Coroner and 
undertakers are vainly trying to es- 
tablish the identity of the wunfortu- 
nates? 

Mystery is beginning to envelop the 
forms of these déad men. One was 
crushed beneath the wheels of a Salt 
Lake train near the Aliso-street 
crossing, when a Verdugo Park train 
was returning to the city shortly after 
6 o'clock Tuesday night. The other 
was struck by a locomotive drawing a 
construction train on the Los Angeles- 
Pacific road near Sentous Station at 
about the same time. 

Both victims were hurried to the Re- 
ceiving HospiKal; one was fearfully 
mangled; the other suffered a frac- 
tured skull. The latter euccumbed at 
9:30 o'clock. He left nothing to dis- 
close his identity. A purse containing 
$50.75 was found in his pocket. 

In the other after the surgeons 
in the hospital had tried in vain to 
stop the flow of blood from a crushed 
arm, a mangled leg and other wounds, 
the victim breathed his last. One body 
was sent to Pierce Bros.’ morgue: the 
other to the dead-room at Bresee 

At the morgue of both — 
establishments efforts were made yes 
terday to establish the identity of "the 
victims, but nobody came in search of 
a missing relative or friend. 

Coroner Trout made repeated in- 
quiries during the day, but he, too, 
failed to secure any information.

SEARCHERS DISCOVER FATE OF 
MISSING MAN.

Harry W. Freudenthal, Chief Elec- 
trician of the Kern River Power 
Company, Believed to Have Been 
Drowned While Bathing Alone in 
That Stream. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

BAKERSFIELD, July 26.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch.) It is believed that the 
mystery surrounding the disappearance 
of Harry W. Freudenthal, chief, elec- 
trician of the Kern River Power Com- 
pany, who has been missing since July 
7, has been solved. There is now er 
ery reason to believe that he was 
drowned in Kern River while 3 
having entered what he thought was 
shallow water and being swept into a 
deep hole by the swift current. His 
body probably will be found somewhere 
along the river. 

Freudenthal was last seen near the 
company’s powerhouse at Borel and 
there was no known reason whys he 
should absent himself or desire ta 
drop out of sight. Searching parties 
have been sent out from time to time, 
and today one of these parties came 
upon the clothing of the missing man 
on the bank of the river near where 
the waters from the hot springs on 
Clear Creek run into the larger stream. 

An examination of the  ciothing 
showed that ail Freudenthal’s private 
papers were intact. 
Siw in gold and such other articles 
as he would likely take with him had 
he voluntarily left the country. 

It is now evident that Freudenthal 
isrobed to take a bath im the river. 
le was unable to swim and probably 
walked out upon a sandbar near where 
Lie clothing was found. At that point 
the water appears to be shallow, but 
on one side of the bar is a treacherous 
step-off, a sheer drop into a pool prob- 
ably sixteen feet in depth through 
which runs the ewift stream, the ed- 
dying current forming a 
whirlpool. ‘fhe unfortunate man is be- 
lieved to have been caught in this 
whirlpool and swept out into deep wa- 
ter, where he he drowned. 


Salton Sea is Lapping Ties of Railway, 
While Laborers Rush Shoo-fly 
Track. 


The submerged Salton Sink is still 
on the rampage, and after the expert- 
ence of Tuesday when a high wind 
blew the waters of the inland sea ur 
over the railway, the management of 
the Southern Pacific no longer denies 
the gravity of the situation. 

Every available laborer has been 
rushed to the spot to help in build- 
ing the temporary shoo-fly track about 
the threatened section, and this work 
is progressing at the rate of three- 
quarters of a mile a day, and there 
are ten miles to be completed. 

Yesterday for a distance of more 
than a mile the waters of the sink 
were lapping over the ends of the ties 
of the railroad, and the water was re- 
ported pouring into the intake of the 
canal at the rate of 12,000 second feet 
raising the flood level three inches in 
twenty-four hours. 

General Superintendent Ingram, Epes 
Randolph, president of the California 
Development Company, and Superin- 
tendent Platt of the Southern Pacific, 
are all at the scene of the trouble, and 
will personally superintend the remedi- 
al work.
